The quill is hollow and tapers 
to a long slender point that has tiny backward point' barbs which make *them difficult 
to extract,, They cannot throw the quills as some story-tellers would have you believe 
The quills are :.very effective and' the porcupine has not needed to evolve other defense 
mechanisms such as f leetness of -foot, agility, or good eyesight — and, I suspect, 
much intelligence. " . . 

Porcupines are most often found in coniferous forests. They are good climbers 
with their long curved claws.. -They are vegetarians and feed upon a great variety of 
plants a The porcupine is especially fond of the cambium layer of tree bark and this' 
peccadillo sometimes gets him. into trouble on commercial timberlands, On the other 
hand ^ he also has a great 'fondness for mistletoe. This semiparasitic plant ''is 
responsible for the destruction of " many host trees, and the porcupine's ledger is more 
than balanced by the mistletoe he eradicates. Pie also has a great loving for salt 
and will gnaw anything that has a trace of salt on it such as canoe paddles, ax handle 
gun stocks, pack straps, or any other items that have been handled .by sweaty hands,

Young porcupines come into the world after a lengthy gestation period of over 
200 days. The;/ are rather well developed, being larger than new bears at birth (which 
isn't saying very much.) They are born with a full" complement of quills thpt harden as 
soon as they dry* Single births are the rule for .porcupines and there are no authenti 
records of twins.- •■, ■ . 

This brings us around to the old question, "How. do porcupines mate?" The answer, 
of course, is "Carefully, very carefully, 11 

Actually, each quill is controlled by tiny muscles that allow them to be erected 
or flattened. A receptive female will relax her quills against her skin. Courting 
males usually let the female make the first advances, but even then they approach her 
carefully 0 Maybe they're not so dumb after all.

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THE GOFFER BREAK WAR VICTORY STATEMENT: 

REFLECTIONS OF A NOVICE DIPLOMACY TOMER ' ' 

By Jim Flack 

The April 16, 1975 CLA¥ & FANG (#50) outlined our office Diplomacy game that 
ended after Fell 1921 with my victory (Russia). Russia finished the one' season per 
day gams -with 18 supply centers, Italy 13, and England 3„ This account of that game 
will first outline how we novices played the c-ame.r.nd then summarise it. 

One only member (Italy) had ever come into contact with the game before. There- 
fore, all the other members initially experienced the errors of inexperience, i,e» 
miswritten moves, over expansion, not realizing- the advantages of- mutual support, etc 
As those playing were from, different units of the office that had daily interface, 
it was easy to establish and/or unestablish coalitions, 

The game .opened with an Austria-Russia, Turkey-Italy, and France-England coalitions 
The Austria-Russia coalition was because of friendship, the other two because of 
conveniences. Germany did not seem to grasp the 'concept of the game (all positions 
held in Spring 1901) and never really allied with anyone^ This factor probably re- 
sulted in my early gains. 

The personality traits quickly appeared 0 Austria-Hungary (lawyer) would not 
compromise his position,- France wanted to be independent to the point that it hurt 
him; England would grab a supply center rather than, make a defensive move; Russia 
pretty well kept her word (I'm trying not to be too modest). 

New for a brief summary: 
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Spring 1905* Turkey joins the Austria-Russian alliance as Turkey was convinced 
by the one-army Austria that I';.aly had abused her. The alliance had mutual benefit*. • 
A threatened Russian fleet would leave Constantinople for a Turkish build. Turkey 
would, support Austria into Trieste for an Austrian build (and an Italian loss). And 
Russia would take St Petersburg from England, Austria took Trieste, Turkey took 
Constantinople, and now we hear Russia shouldn't take St Petersburg as England, who 
is no longer a France ally since she was attacked by France in 190U, would be hurt. 
Russia told all the alliance was over. "No surprise, just fact. T hat was a surprise 
was the Fall 1905 Russia-Italy alliance, Russia is up to 10 centers by Fall 1906. 

England and France ally again In Fall 1906 as they really have no choice. The 
war appears to bog clown In 1908, France showed her independence by attacking England 
again. England joins Russia against France* By Fall 1909 Russia has lb centers and 
Is tasting victory., 

Being open I inform England (9 Supply Centers) that I must keep my alliance 
with Italy. Why did I need England? After all she was kind of large and Italy 
wasn't (5 SC). Besides France and England couldn't join forces a third time.. right? 
Wrong.! 

France (5 SC) stopped us in the "Western Mediterranean,, Russia, shipless in 
the north, can't move, lie got outguessed and outfoxed till 19 lU when we realize 
that half of the alliance could dislodge the other Into the vacant sea. Fall 1918 
my army is in Clyde. The game quickly comes to an end e

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The Italy-Russia alliance was a workable one only as both vers naked to the other, 
My centers in Austria-Hungary were Vulnerable co I wanted to build a fleet in Sevastopol 
I didn't though., The game could have ended 5" or 6 ycarc earlier if I would have desert- 
ed Italy but in 1905 Italy supported ne against Austria and Turkey fov a +3 for me and 
a -2 for Italy, The only request of Italy o:as to be allowed to remain in the game.

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THE DIPLOMAT'S OTHER TABLE 
Sourer Sourdough And Potato Bread 
by Michael Ward . 

The sourness of the bread is controlled by the length of time the dough spends 
fermenting. You can leave the starter out for a few days to get a good sour taste, 
but I prefer to" do it the lazy way. You need at least two cups of starter to do it 
this way, because you use up a cup, but it is by far the easiest way to adapt any br 
recipe to the sourdough method. Take one cup of starter, and add to it all the 
liquid called for in the recipe, If you are using your favorite bread recipe as 
given in CLAW & FANG #£0 .you use l|- cups milk and U\ cups water (three cups of milk 
or three cups of water -will work). Stir in enough flour so that It becomes difficul 
to stir with a spoon. Cover this with plat: '"icwrap and let it sit- Six hours should 
be enough to raise your dough, but give virtually no sour taste* I let it sit for 
a week once and ended" up with a permanent pucker, Two days of sitting should make 
the dough sour enough for almost anyone. 

Here Is a starter to use making potato bread: _ mmmmmra good! 

Mix: _k tablespoons cornmeal (white or yellow) 
2 tablespoons sugar 
l|r teaspoons salt 

1 cup milk in a saucepan and scald, stirring constantly, Pour 
this into a jar or bowl, cover with plastic and place in a warm (85°) spot for sever 
days until It becomes frothy. Stir each day„ When, it Is ready cook 3 medium potato 
until tender — save the water. Mash them and put them through a e'.we or a food mill 
Take the cooking water and add water if necessary to make three cups and stir it int 
the cornmeal mixture, Recover and place- in the warm' spot for a day« You treat this 
and use it like any other starter, but you use the mashed potato mixture to replenlr 
it „ ■ 

Another tip: Using a whole wheat starter gives bread an interesting flavor, 
I recommend: "The Complete Book of Breads" by Bernard Clayton, Jr published by 

Simon and Schuster- It has over 300 recipes, and most, if not all, can be done by 

the sourdough methods
